But tbe brave little woman 
thought of the thousands of people 
iu the valley below and stuck ttrher 
post, sending out message after 
message of warning. 

Suddenly a deafening roar filled 
the air, and u black wave, moun¬ 
tain high, could be seen rolling 
down upon the doomed city. 

The pale faced woman gave one 
look and ditshed the tears from her 
eyes. , 

“Tills is my last message!” the 
key ticked out to to the operator at 
South Pork.

The mad torrent struck the 
building and an instant later the 
lifeless heroine of the Hood was 
washed through the raging waters, 
onward through the rocky niotiu* 
tain passes, and down want to the 
smiling plains below.

The Floods of tbe Future. 

The Canemaugk valley disaster 
must, not bo viewed simply as a cal¬ 
amity. It is a warning. 

When the boats navigate Penn¬ 
sylvania avenue iu Washington, 
and carp invade the houses of that 
city, we see the vsbadows of coming 
eveuts—something even worse than 
the Johnstown horror. 

We have more than once pointed 
out in these columns the probable 
consequences of tbe floods that will 
visit this country in future. The 
destruction of our forests will make 
the cloud-bnrt as familiar to ns as 
the tornado is to the uwellers on 
onr western plains. Ven Bobber, 
in his work on “The Influence of 
Forest Growth on Climate,” says: 
“The old experience that the des¬ 
truction of woods accentuates cli* I 
mate extremes, and more especially 
enhance the dauger of floods, has 
not thus far" been
